“ADDRESS BY ME J, J. FRANCIS, Q.0, 

Yesterday afternoon a faisly large audi- 
enep assembled in St. George's Hall to hoar 
an eddroas by Mr J. J. Francis, Q.0., in 
connection with the Navy League. Mr A. 
Ooxon presided. 

The Ohsirman, having referred to tho 
formation of the Hongkong Branch of the 
League, and the objects for which the 
Leagno-was instituted, stated the rosds and 
highways of the British Empire wero the 
seas, and they must keop these highways 
open to British commerce, and, when ne- 


cessary, alosed to their snemies. The for- 
mation of branches of the League Lad been 
attended with the greatest success in all 
parte of Britain and the Greator Britain ; 
it had been most warmly taken up slao in’ 
the Colonies, He had no doubt that.at the 
naxt Genoral Election at home ona of the 
first questions that would be asked candi- 


‘dates for Parlistnent would ke—‘ Are you 


in favour of, and will you assist by your 
vote, the continued adding to and strength. 
eniog of the power of tho Royal Navy?’ 
(Boar, hear), He adviéed all to join tho 

‘avy Loague and show by their sympathy 
and subscriptions how they approved of 
the work done at home and abroad. Thoy 
wore all indebted to theie country, why not, 
take steps to liquidato that debt? Ho also 
advised the young men why were not 
voluntoors, a8 there was no corps of oaval 
volunteers in Hongkong, to do the next 
bost thing and join the Artillery Volun- 
tears.

Mr Francis esid since the formation of 
the Navy League in England it hed attained 
enormols success and had established 
branches in differont portions of tha coun- 
try ; at home it had taken root extensively 
and waa taking root more extensively in the 
Colonies, Savoral branches consisting en- 
tirely of Indios had algv been formed in 
Eogland, Tho Navy Leaguo was not in- 
tended to dictate to the Government in 
‘what way any detail of the Navy should be 
carried out; it was for the purpose of 
bringing before tha Government the neces- 
sity that existed fora Nuvy end the neces- 
sity that oxisted for a powerful Navy, and to 
bring steadily and persistently before the 
Government from overy possible point of 
view any dofects that might exiat in the ad- 
ministration. It waa notsufficient that wem- 
bers of the Navy Loague should pay their 
subscriptions and attend the meetings. 
Thoy ought to make themselves acquainted 
with the position of tho Empire by atudy 
and by reading. They ought to study the 
history of England in the past, especially 
of the British Navy, and make themeelyes 
acquainted with the extent of tha Empire, 
the amotint of the commerce of the Empire 
and the population of the Empire, The 
League also wanted its mombers to get in- 
formation as to how the Navy stands in re- 
lation to other’ Navies. ‘Tha principal 
question waa: Was the Navy as at present 
constituted sufficient for the performance 
of the work which the Empire called upon 
ittodo? In nearly all the battles with the 


French the English were always inferior in |.. 


numbers, but thoy won these buttles 
through greater experience in Naval war- 
foro, The smount of work the Navy hid 
now to perform was increasing each day as 
the Empire was increasing, Tho British 
floet had duties to perfgrm whioh no other 
fleat ‘in the world had to perform. 
In the event of war the Russian feat 
would, to a very considerable extent, te 
concentrated in European, waters,. Tho 
French had very few ships abroad ; nearly 
tho whole of their fleat was in the Maditer- 
ronean or the Ohannel, The British floot, 
however, had to detach sqnadrons to avery 
portion of tha world, to every sea in the 
world and to keep these squadrons in a fatr 
atato. The total strength of the British 
flost at the presone moment, including the 
vessels actually being built, did not havo s 
proponderanca ‘over the combined: Bronch 
and Russian fleets, ev that oven.if the 
whole fleet wore concentrated in European 
watore we. would barolp have sufficient to 
put ehip for ship in og with the Beench 
acd Russians. combined.
